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INTERNAL SECURITY - RUSSIA 


U. S. Secret Service, El Paso, Texas, advised that 
Mrs. MARINA OSWALD said she did not Know RICHARD CASE NAGELL 
and had never seen him. In presence of newspaper reporters 
on January 24, 1964, NAGELL accused FBI of not attempting 
to prevent the assassination of President KENNEDY. A 
January 27, 1964 newspaper article stated that the United 
States District Court, El Paso, granted a notion to put 
NAGELL in a Federal institution in Springfield, Missouri, 
for psycMatric examination, over NAGELL ' s vigorous objections. 
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OSCAR G. WEISHEIT, JR., United States Secret Service, . 
El Paso, advised that an Agent of the United States Secret 
Service in Dallas, Texas, had displayed a photograph of 
RICHARD CASE NAGELL to Mrs. MARINA OSWALD, wife of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, on January 18, 1964. He said this photograph of 
NAGELL had been taken on September 21, 1963 at the El Paso 
County Sheriff *s Office in El Paso, Texas. Mr. WEISHEIT 
Indicated that, according to the information he received fro* 
the Dallas Office of the United States Secret Service, Mrs. 
MARINA OSWALD carefully exaained the photograph and said she 
did not know the individual appearing in the photograph and 
had never seen hi*. Mrs. OSWALD was informed of the name 
and aliases of RICHARD CASE NAGELL and she then stated that 
she did not know anyone by any of those na*es. 
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
